A COMPARISON. 


Speaking of the autumn reviews of 
tho vast standing armies of the nations 
of Europe pow place the Lon- 
don Times thus : We should 
be sorry to think the present the nor- 
mal state of Europe. If we may not 
dream of peace there is no need that 
we should suffer a continual incubus 
of war. The old saying that if you 
desire peace you must prepare for war 
is not to be received without a grain 
of discretion. Preparation for war 
may be carried to excess, making it 
as bad as the disease it is to prevent. 
At the present rate it appears that by 
the end of this year half a million 
Europeans of all nations will have 
landed in the United States in order 
to link themselves for good with the 
fertunes of that Republic.

terest in military successes beyond

They gain no honor and no glory 
that can compensate for substantial 
losses and terrible risks. They do not 
like being forcibly, taken away from 
the home dear to them, and the em- 
ployment they are beginning to learn, 
to another not to their taste, wholly 
unprofitable, and finally ending in 
nothing but waste of time.

THE DUTY OF THE SOUR. 

Our readers ars cautioned that ef- 
forts are being made to manufacture 
public opinion by both the factions in 
the railroad trial.

Talmage on Guiteau and Mormonism. 
New York, October 3. 

A large part of Talmage's sermon 
Sunday was on Mormonism. He raid :

He had the spirit of Mormon 
licentiousneas, of Mormon cruelty, and 
Mormon murder. I should not won- 
der if in the great day, when all such 
things are revealed, it should be found 
that he was the paid agent of that old 
hag which sits making mouths at high 
heaven between the Rocky Mountains 
and the Sierra Nevadas. 


‘Threats Against Conkling. 
Utioa, N. I., October 3. 

The writer of the letter who said 
it contained threats of assassination 
against Conkling has ose discovered, 
and interviewed.

The best railroad ale from Reno 
to Quincy has never yet been spoket 
of, It was studied out by a Gazetre 
reporter while engaged io other busi- 
ness than surveying railroad lines. 
It would start out of Reno, and keep- 
ing nofth of the riverall the time, 
would run nearly west to a point pear 
Crystal Peak, but north of it, and 
strike up through Dog Canyon where 
Kats & Henry's flume comes out. The 
“Creek cuts through the ridge between 
the Truckee river and Dog valley, and 
is very much lower than the wagon 
road that runs over the hill. At the 
mouth of the Canyon the road would 
swing to the south and follow up the 
valley to the top of the divide next to 
Little Trackee. The old Virginia 
house stood on the top of this divide. 
The line would have down hill for a 
few miles to the creek that runs into 
Little Truckee, and would then turn 
northwest and cross the low divide in- 
to Sardine valley. A couple of miles 
above Sardine on an easy grade, the 
summit is reached, and the creek that 
runs down by Loyalton could be fol- 
lowed right into Sierra valley. Or a 
still higher ridge might be got over 
west of Sardine and the line run into 
Sierraville, at the head of the valley. 
To run across Sierra valley into 
Feather river Canyon is all plain 
work except the swamp lands in the 
middle of the valley. From there it 
would go down through Mohawk val. 
ley on the lines surveyed, to Jamison 
and Quincy. 

THE ROAD WOULD STRIKE EXCELLENT 
TIMBER 


just above Crsytal Peak, and run in it 
all the way to Loyalton. It would 
cut into Sierra valley about the center. 
Loyalton is on the east side of the val- 
ley, fourteen miles from Sierraville at 
the south end, and the same distance 
from Summit at the north of the val- 
ley, and also from Beekwith at the 
northwest,’ and would give better ac- 
commodations to the people than if it 
was at either end. If it took the 
route to Sierraville it would bave bet- 
ter timber west of Sardine than there 
is north,on Loyalton Creek. It would 
have fine timber all the way around 
the head of the valley, and also have 
hard ground instead of swamps to 
build on. It would also get summer 
travel to Indepeudence and Webber 
lakes and to Campbell's hot springs. 
There are dairies and stock ranges all 
the way that would be a great deal of 
help to a railroad. There would be 
some snow to contend with, but never 
over three or four feet, and it being 
in the timber and in a flat country 
there would be but little drifting and 
no slides. It would give the very 
shortest route to Sierra valley that 
covld be got. By Beckwith it will be 
just about forty miles to the Summit. 
The new way it would be about thirty 
miles from Reno to Loyalton by sec- 
tion lines and allowing for curves it 
could certainly be reached in less 
than thirty-five miles. From Reno to 
the month of Dog Creek Canyon 
would be twelve miles by section lines 
with a rise of about thirteen hundred 
feet. Through Dog valley to the Vir- 
ginia house, a distance of about four 
miles, the road would rise about five 
hundred feet. The line west of Sar- 
dine weuld be up and down, over 
ridges, falling in two or three miles as 
many hundred feet. If the road kept 
around the north side of the valley, it 
would get on top of the divide with 
no grade at all. From there down to 
Loyalton would be ten miles, with a 
fall of something like fourteen hund - 
red fect. These figures are rough es- 
| timates made with a pocket aneroid, 
and may vary considerable, but not 
enough to spoil the route.

The Autopsy. 

At his own request.a post mortem 
examination was held this morniog 
upon the body of the late Major S. C.

It 
ranged backward and downward, cut- 
ting the diaphragm and perforating 
the stomach and left kidney. There 
was an extensive peritoneal infillation 
and a large quantity of free blood in 
the abdominal cavity. The ganglon- 
ic system was completely paralyzed, 
which accounts for the non action of 
the morphine and brandy adminis- 
tered. Under the circumstances 
either the wound in the stomach or 
kidney was necessarily fatal.
